Frdhman Salvage Drive 
Success Despite Weather 



Salvagers Dance 
After Breaking 
Local Records 

Despite unfavorable weather con- 
ditions on Friday evening, the Mc- 
Giil Aluminum Salvage Campaign 
in Outremont was carried through 
successfully by an extraordinarily 
large number of freshmen and 
freshettes. 

The procedure which had been 
thoroughly outlined in advance 
was begun with a parade In which 
over 350 undergraduates took part. 
About S.30 Ruth Hill addressed the 
freshettes in R.V.C., telling them of 
the salvage campaign which upper 
class students had completed earl- 
ier in N.D.G. and emphasizing the 
fact that now the new students had 
their opportunity to do their bit 
for the war effort. Glenn Cowan 
gave a similar pep talk to the men 
wild had assAnbled in the Union. 

About 6 p.m. the freshmen gath- 
ered on the campus and immedi- 
ately afterwards they were Joined 
by R.V.C. At the head of the 
parade was a disused cannon, on 
which were mounted two fresh- 
ettes, drawn by a group of fresh- 
men. The R.V.C. section included 
Physical Education students and 
prominent members of the Women's 
Union who carried huge scarlet 
and white banners with the words 
"RV.C." and "McGill Aluminum 
Salvage Campaign." Also accom- 
panying were members o( the 
Scarlet Key Society and the Red 
Wing Society. 

The parade circled James Mc- 
Giil's tomb, then proceeded through 
the Roddick Gates, along Sher- 
brooke St. to University St., up 
University to Pine Avenue, and 
along Pine Avenue east to Fletch- 
er's Field. The paraders pepped up 
the march with various McGill 
songs, and their yell, not to men- 
tion R.V.C.'s yell. 

On their, arrival at Fletcher's 
Field, the students were assigned 
to various cars, having previously 
been paired in the way In which 
they were to canvass. After some 
slight delay the cars proceeded to 
the district to be covered. The ac- 
tual work began immediately and 
was carried on as swiftly and thor- 
oughly as possible. Each car,' under 
a "captain," worked its allotted 
district, which was carefully mark- 
ed on a map, so as to cause no con- 
fusion and to avoid overlapping of 
sjreets. 

The salvage was placed under 
street lamps and collection • was 
made continuously throughout the 
evening by trucks, whose services 
were voluntarily given by private 
concerns throiighout the city, as 
well as by the city of Outremont. 
The truck-loads of material were 
deposited directly in the Outre- 
mont City Yards, but eventually 
these yards were filled to capacity 
f Continued on Page Four;

The mc Symphony Orchestra will return 
to the air for Its fifth consecutive season to- 
morrow night, with Dlmltrl Mltropoulos, 
leader of the Minneapolis Symphony Orchestra, 
as guest conductor. Mltropoulos, making the 
first of two guest appearances, will be one of 
• a group of eleven world-famous conductors, 
headed by Leopold Stokowskl, who will lead 
the orchestra In Ite series of 28 concerts. 

The programs will bo broadcast this season 
on Tuesdays, at 10.30 E.D.T. over the coast-to 
const NBC-Bluc Network, and by short wave 
to the rest of the world. The concerts were 
formerly heard on Satur<iay evenings. As In 
previous seasons, the programs will originate 
In îfBC's largest studio, BH, In Radio City. 

For the InUlal program of the season Mltro- 
poulos, regarded as one of the foremost Inter- 
preters of Beethoven, will play Beethoven's 
Symphony No. 4 in B Flat Major and Haydn's 
Symphony No. 80 In D Minor. 

Both works are distinguished for their 
grace, gayety and humor. The Beethoven opus 
was composed In 1806 during one of the hap 
ptcst periods bf the composer's life. The 
Haydn Symphony, wltten in 1763, > is one of 
less than a dozen of the composer's 104 sym 
phonies written in a minor key. 

Mltropoulos, though In this country for only 
five years, has established himself as a front 
rank conductor. A musician of prodigious 
memory, ho conducts without score, and has 
won critical acclaim not only for his readings 
of the mastcrworks but for his many compost 
tlons and arrangements. 

Born in Athens In 18Dfl, Mltropoulos studied 
at the Athens Conservatory and later with For- 
ruclo Busonl in Berlin. Upon that master's 
reeoRunendatlon, Mltropoulos was engaged as 
assistant conductor of the Berlin Staatsoper, à 
post he held unUl 1824, when he was recalled 
to Athens to become conductor of the city's 
symphony orchestra. He later made guest op' 
pcaranccs with the leading European orchestras 
and In 1936 made his American debut as guest 
conductor of the Boston Symphony Orchestra, 
In 1938 he made his New York debut as guest 
director of the NBC Symphony Orchestra. He 
was appointed to his present post as leader of 
the Minneapolis Symphony in 1937.

The conductors who will lead the NBC Sym- 
phony Orchestra this season represent a back' 
ground as International as the music they will 
direct. 

Dlmltrl Mltropoulos, who opens the season 
over the NBC Blue Network from 0.30 to 10.30 
p.m., E.S.T., is a Greek who studied In Ger 

many. 

Efrcm Kurtz, Russian bom, conducted the 
orchestra for - Pavlowa's ballet in Europe, 
Africa, South America and Australia, later Join- 
ing the Ballet Russe de Monte Carlo. 

Juan Jose Castro, great Argentinian com> 
poser-conductor, studied in Paris and New 
York. 

Sir Ernest MacMlllan, a native of Ontario, 
panada, studied In Scotland, England and Ger- 
initny. 

^George 'Szdl, a Czechoslovaklan, conducted 
concerts in Europe, Britain and Scotland. 

Leopold Stokowskl, bom in London, came to 
the United States at the age of 18. He has con- 
ducted concerts all over this country and South 
America. 

Fritz Reiner, bom in Hungary,' has con- 
ducted in Budapest, Berlin, Vienna, Rome, Bar- 
celona and other leading cities of Europe. 

Bean Dixon, sensational young Negro con- 
ductor, is a product of Harlem, Nc^v York. 

Frank Black, general music director of NBC, 
is a Phlladelphlaq. 

Alfred Wallenstein , bom in Chicago, has 
sNTwd as guest conductor of leading American 
orchestras. , » 

Saul Gaston was born in New York City. 

The conductors are now permanently asso- 
ciated with orchestras In leading cities of the 
Western Hemisphere. Mltropoulos conducts the 
Minneapolis Symphony. Castro Is maestro at. 
the Teatro Çolon In Buenos Aires. MacMlllan 
leads the Toronto Symphony. Reiner heads 
the Pltssburgh Symphony and Caston is a con- 
ductor of the Philadelphia Orchestra. 

The youngest of the eleven maestri is Dixon; 
26 years old. He won enthusiastic acclaim 
when he led the NBC Summer Symphony in 
two concerts this year. Stokowskl, at 59, Is the 
dean of the group. The average ago of the 
conductors is 44 years.

Gilbert & Sullivan 
— Notes 



IRONY. 

Favourites of millions for several genera- 
tions for their humour, satire, and Infectious 
gayety of both words and music, the celebrated 
operas of Gilbert and , Sullivan constitute a 
gigantic irony— a fact that the collaborators 
would be the first to admit ' 

Both Gilbert and Sullivan aspired to become 
famous' through creative work of a serious 
order. Gilbert saw his true calling as an author 
of heavy, eloquent droma, and Sullivan was 
ambitious to leave his mark on the music world 
as'an English composer of the proportions of 
the great classical masters both past and con- 
temporary. The collaborators, however, were 
diverted from the realization of their true am 
bltlons. Their beloved operettas they regarded 
as merely stepping stones— financially con- 
venient stepping stones— to the work th^ con- 
sidered really worthy of them. This is not to 
say that they were ashamed of their sprightly 
and zestful Savoyard creations. The Inflnte 
care and talent which they poured into their 
D'Oyly Carte productions, coupled .with the 
known facts about their joint career, is suffi 
dent evidence to demolish any such contention. 
But the operettas were to them comparatively 
trivial work designed to provide them with the 
necessary independence that would allow them 
to pursue their true artistic goals. 

The few non-Savoyard compositions that we 
have of Sullivan afford sufficient evidence for 
the belief that, had circumstances permitted, 
had he not become caught up, with Gilbert, In 
the swirl of continued Invention for Rupert 
D'Oyly Cdrte, he would have left for posterity 
an enviable volume of serious music. Con- 
tinued parodying of his "The Lost Chord," 
which was done even during his own lifetime 
and with his' knowledge, tends to give an er- 
roneous Impression ol his genuine musical 

Gilbert's ''^^Pl^lumishes an Irony 
within an Irony. His libretti for tho G. and S. 
operas were caustic barbs at political and social 
custom of the Victorian era. Yet Gilbert him- 
self, ample evidence shows, was the epitome 
of a Victorian gentleman.

HE WENT TO PRISON. 
"Three months in prison arc bet 
tor than three years In college for 
an Intimate study of criminology,' 
according to Henry Weinberg, 
C.hJi., '41, who spent his summer 
vacation among the Inmates of the 
Norfolk Prison Colony In ' Massa- 
chusetts. 

"Speaking with one man behind 
the bars is worth the wealth of a 
text for there is the actual and 
practical experiment which a stu- 
dent seeks. The reactions and feel- 
ings of the inmates can be noted 
personally and the contact with 
human subjects offers unlimited 
opportunities for study." 
Mingled With Prisoners • ■ 

Weinberg, an assistant in the psy- 
chology department of C.L.A and 
a social psychology major, was as- 
signed to the case department of 
the Institution where he studied 
various criminal types. Psychologi- 
cal tests were applied to oscertaln 
the vocational aptitude of tho In- 
mates, who were given personal 
social guidance. 

"My experience with inmates," 
said Mr. Weinberg, "taught me that 
they arc not a bad sort after all. 
Many of them arc ombitfottB and 
talented in such fields aslmusic, art, 
handicraft and gardening. They 
work j.wIthVzeal and. feeling as was 
evidenced by the inmato who pick- 
ed my pocket 'just to keep in prac- 
tice' when 1 1 met him." 
Teats Encouraged 

"The result of these tests encour- 
aged the men to take advantage of 
the opportunities offered in the 
prison library, orchestra, school 
and athletic teams. The psychologi- 
cal test is used to place inmates In 
the work they arc suited for, that 
they may have a vocation after 
their release." 

As the result of these prison jobs 
many of the prisoners were able 
to obtain lucrative outside jobs Im- 
mediately upon release and thus re- 
gain thçir self respect, Weinberg 
declared.

NAZIS STILL VIENNA MUSIC; 
PROF FLEES HOMELAND 

Because music In a Hltler-doml- 
natcd Austria Is dead Dr. Karl 
Gelrlnger, newly appointed profes- 
sor at the College of Music, fled be- 
fore .the Nazi legions to America 
and.to^freedom. 

Abandoning his two houses and a 
lifetime job as curator of one of the 
largest collections of musical manu- 
scripts and Instruments Gelrlnger 
crossed the Austrian border with 
only two dollars in his pocket 

"After Chancellor Schusnigg, a 
trustee of the collection and thrco 
other associates of mine were seized 
and imprisoned, I feared that I 
would be thrown into a concentra- 
tion camp if I remained,'; the Doc- 
tor explained. 
Nazis Ignore Contract. 

The contract for his lifetime job 
as curator was ignored by the Nazis 
and Gelrlnger was refused admit- 
tance to his office 80 he asked the 
officials to allow him- to leave with 
his wife and twin sons, he said. 

"Knowing that all my cash and 
property would be confiscated, I 
spent all my money in five days," 
Gelrlnger stated. "Arriving in Lon- 
don I was hired to assort the ne- 
glected collection of instruments 
at the Royal College of Music. Later 
I was appointed the only non-Brit- 
ish professor in the college," he 
added. 

Sailed In 1039. 

In 1930, Prof. Gelrlnger sailed for 
the United States. He returned to 
Europe a few months later to res- 
cue his wife and twin boys. 

"It wasn't as easy as it sounds," 
Gelrlnger said. "It took' us a year 
to return to the United States. There 
was a great deal of trouble securing 
passports and transportation." 

His friends in London write that 
while bombed areas are In terrible 
condition, 99 per cent, of the build- 
ings have not been hit As on ex- 
ample of "business as usual," Dr. 
Gelrlnger mentioned that the Royal 
College of Music, in the heart of 
London, was carrying on. 

"Business firms in England send 
out two copies of all letters bound 
for tho United States so that If ono 
is lost the other will probably reach 
its destination." As proof of this the 
doctor ^showed two copies of the 
prooiiYoitihis latest book, "History 
of Mtislcal Instruments", from his 
London publishers. 
Compares Students. 

Comparing the students of Aus- 
tria with those' in the United States, 
the professor said tliat students here 
have a for broader education. Not 
one quarter of the Austrian stu- 
dents^ ue. interested in continuing 
theirTeâueaUol£|he'added.

The second half of Saturday's 
game saw better football being 
played than the first half.

McGill Breaks Draw 

The final score of the match came 
witli a surprise fonvard rush fol- 
lowing a kick along the ground to 
give McGill the game at 6 to 3.

MILITARY TRAINING OF MEN STUDENTS

course towards a degree or diploma who arc of British nationality 
and physically fit are required to teke military training.
